I would like to introduce myself. I am Ronald Watson, a Yukon 
resident since 1947. Because of other commitments, I will be 


unable to present an oral opinion while at your committee 


hearings in Haines Junction, therefore, I have prepared this 
Briel £or your consideration. 

I am retired after twenty-four 
years with the U<S. Army as a civilian employee. All my 
employment in the Yukon involved pipelines and I have worked 
on all five pipeline systems that have operated in the Yukon. 


My retirement was due to the closure of the Haines-Fairbanks 


Pipe Wine an bo 71. 
Through 1947, 2 worked on the 


removal of the Standard Oil Refinery in Whitehorse. I spent 


the winter of 1947-48 working on the removal of the crude oil 
line from Norman Wells to Whitehorse. In 1948, the U.S. 


Army reactivated the three inch Canol Pipeline from Whitehors 


on the removal ea the motor fuel pipeline to Watson Lake as 
well as the removal of all pump stations and their related 
eguimment sistalled along this section of the route. 

The three inch line north: of 
Whitehorse originally had eight pumping stations located in 


to Fairbanks and I accepted employment with them. I worked 
the Yukon. When the pipeline was reactivated, only two of | 
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tiese Stations were utilized. Tresé were Station “A” “located 


Near Wiitenorse “and “Station “RE” VYocated at Mile 1080 on’ the 
Pvaska highway. During 940 “through 19S), “all the remazriing 
stations and their equipment was removed by the U.S. Govern- 
mente. the cires rich Taine was used untrr lo oC -'S7..”

The four inch diesel fuel line from | 
Skagway, Alaska to Whitehorse was operated by the U.S. Govern-| 
ment from 1948 to 1957. This line also supplied diesel fuel | 
to the Yukon by agreement with the U.S. Government and the | 
White Pass and Yukon Petroleum Division. The American Govern- 
ment turned the line over to the Government of Canada and 
they in turn passed the line to White Pass who continue to 
Operate this pipeline today. 

The Haines-Fairbanks Pipeline was 
built in 1954 to 55. I was-stationed at Mite 1026, Station 


Ink as Station Foreman with a staff of some seven to ten 


employees. We had the maintenance responsibility for most 


| 
of “the Yukon section of the pipeline.” All “our employees aul 
Yukon residents, mainly chosen from employees of the Highways 
Department. These people were familiar with living in isolate 
areas and made exceptionally good employees. 

They were given on the job training 


and were attracted to the positions by very good working 


conditions and higher wage levels than were currently paid in 
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Canada. There were forty-four to forty-eight employees 
working within the Canadian section of the pipeline. The 
pipeline pumped jet fuel, Aviation gasoline, motor fuel and 
qiesel fuel. shren 1955 to 1963, 1 had 4a pumping “capaci ty 
of approximately five hundred and fifty barrels per hour. 
This was increased to about a thousand barrels per hour in 
1963 when three new stations were added in Canada. 

All of the pipelines built in 
Canada by the U.S. Army were above ground. It is noteworthy 


that all sections of the Haines-Fairbanks Pipeline through
